The following information was obtained from various individuals in 
the Air Doqumants Division in answer to the attached list of questions 
which you subaitted to thie Office, The musbering of the paragraphs be- 
lew corresponds to the mumbers on your list.

2. There is at present no special unit st Bright Fleld whieh expleits 
USSR material. Plans are being made for pergommel with Kuasian quali fica- 
tions to abstract all types of USSR technical documents im the future, but 
these have not yet been imlemente!., There ig no organised ject for 

ng or abstracting of USSR periodicals. Some 30 to of the lat- 

ter are at present received by the T-2 Reference Library, which is a aub= 
ordinate unit of the Air Decuments Division, but ne exploitation of these 
has been undertaken. Some 10 of the perlodicels are borrowed from the State 
Department on 48~hour lean for microfilming; the originals are then retumed 
‘to State. It is anticipated that abstracts from U5Si periodicals may be 
included in the I*2 publication known ag the Technical Air Digest. 


2. Owing to budget cuts, Uright Field no longer maintains « lare 
translating section. Previously a section wes maintained in New York 
of about 60 people. Translations now required by other divisions of T7 
are let out to comercial translating firms on a contract basis. Average 
gest on this basia is $20.50 per thousand deman words, or approximately 
$5.00 per page. Copy, when received from the translating firm, is ready 
for reprodgetion. 


At present Alr Yoowments «Avision has 12 to 1) linguists, whe are 
used for apot translation and tc assist the Analysis Division in the evalua- 
tien of foralgn material. These usually sit with the researcher, sumaris- 
ing and interpreting the document, rather then preparing full translations, 
They also are used in abstracting articles from foreign periodicals and 
foreign documents for publication in the Air Technical Index, 


This section ae German, Italien, Russian, French, Spanish, 
Scandinavian and the Oriental languages. No statistics are available as 
te monthly output or pages translated, owlr;. to the informal metheds of 
translation mentioned above. 


USAF review(s) completed. 
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3. The Air Doounants Division is at present under study by the Aero~ 
neutical Board, which has recomended to the Secretary of National Defense 
that the Air Docusents Division be redesignated as the Joint Army, Havy, 
Air Technical Documents Center, As such it will be subordinate to a sub- 
comdttes of the Aeronautical Board. 


At present. right Field is responsible to s~l. but the intelligence 
organizations of "right Field (T2)} have a direct channel to A~Z. me 
liaison officer from the Analysis iivision, Td, is attached to the Colle 
tion Branch, A~2, in Washington. Colonel Teylor and Lt. Colonel idarreti, in 
4~2, axe also cognizant of document problems. 


4. T2 has no comparsble unit to FOS's Source Survey Division, Hitherto 
all relevant saterial has been available and piled up at wright Pleld, but a 
reorganisation will create a Collection Section concerned with contacting all 
agencies ani opening ohannels for the resaption of air Technieal Index neater 
dal for dir Documents Division. This Index covers all .5. documents, con- 
tractors’ reports, research and development reports; & 925X1C 
well as other forelya Air Technical Documents. This ers) at first 
be directed toward data on guided missiles, jet propulsion, new technical 
equipment, ete., from all sources. 


the Control Section, ADD, performe one function of Source Survey 
Division by keeping a list of all Air Technical translztions which have 
been made by ADD, Contractors, or U.S. Aeronautical firms. These are en 
tirely captured German and Japanese technical documents; more current 
material is not included. 


i. the eaterial forwarded to GDS represents Povey pomp: 
documents which were recaivod hy TeZ, These had all been sorted 
end partially catalegued. ‘The cataloguing ceased on oxder from Washington 
in November 1946. No Accession Lists wore meade, but typewritten cataloacue 
gards were nade up for each doquaent. ne set of these cardia is still at 
Wright Field, one set was forwarded with the aiipment, and one card attached 
to each document, Almost all of the documents were microfilmed, and the 
master microfilms are still held by T#2, A fea documents were abstracted, 
none translated, Some boxes of nonm~watalogued dosuments were also shipped 
te GuDSs. There was no dissemination or repreduction b: Te”. of the catalog 
cards or of the documents themselves. 


2. Wright Field does not expect to receive non-technical material fron 
the ETO in the future. If any arrive by acoldent or are included with a 


eeclve any German or Japanese Air Techmical Documents for processing and 
permanent custody. The functions of this Division are strictly limited to 
Air Technical and related scientific data. Non-Technical (ocumente are 
of no interess .

Rright Field, either by purchase or by lean, ia attached as Appendix 4. 
A list of those purchased, giving the price of each subscription, is ate 
tached as appendix B. Subseriptions arv obteined from the Pour Continents 
Book Corporation, 253 Fifth Ave., How York City, Periodicals are received 
fairly regularly, with approximately two months tine jag Zrom the date of 
publication, A list of periodicals received by the Library of Congress 
from "The Embassy at Moscow" which Te? obtained for checking purposes is 
attached as Appendix C. all three lista were undated but are presumably 
fairly current. A description of the dir Socumente Division Reference 
Library is attached as Appendix BD, as of possible interest to Source Sur- 
vey Division, 


(@. Only those periodicals listed are currently received by uaright 
Field, Some of thes contain non-technical articles, but no exploitation 
of these is accomplished. The periodicals are kept in the ADC iibrary. 


3+ Ho investigation has bean made by T=2 of other agencies exploit~ 
ing USSR periodicals, 


4. Material collected by air Attaches is forwarded to 4—2. It is 
sorted there, and technical material believed to be of interest to Tx? 
is sent from the Collection Brunch, 4-2, to Bright Pleld for processing. 
Unfortunately Wright Field eam not be certain that all relevant foreign 
periodicals reach them through this channel, but it is believed iikely 
that T+2 is the main recipient of such technical periodicals as are col- 
lected by Air Attaches or Air Technical liaison officers sbroad, 


Se Conaiderable coordination has been effected by Te% with other 
agencies on abstracts from foreign air Technical periodicals, as is evi-~ 
dent from the Air Technical Digest. It is suggested that Source Survey 
Division read the introductiona to the seven issues of this publication, 
din which the subject has been discussed, The ADD Library asubseribes to 
approximately 000 periodicals in the Aeronautical and Technical fields, 
many of which are foreign publications. 


& CIA receives four copies ef T+2 publications automatically, ard 
request should be made through OCD for routing of one of these to FDB if 


desired, The main publications at present are collated studies from Cernan

i. Some Russian documents which were recaptured from the Germans are still 
at T-2. Those Russian documents, translated and ismed zy the Gernans are 
included in the Document Index (1 eopy of which may be obtainable by Fos 
from GZ, This Index consists of 220,000 cards containing abstracts of Ger 
man Air Technical Documents). 


ALL non-technical USSR documents were cent to A~2. The remaining 
technical documents, which are at Wright Field, together with such sporadic 
current USSR material as is received, are assigned mumbers, listed by title 
and segregated in a special part of ADD. None has been completely processed 
or catalogued as yet, pemiing decision by higher authority as to whether this 
material may be included in the Air Technical Index. The letter presents a 
security problem, since it 1s received by Air Force Contractors, Research 
and Development institutions, etc, 


2, It seems probable that ADD, with the extensive facilities under their 
control, will institute a rather large uSsk project within the next six months 
or a year. Contact with ADD should, therefore, be maintained by FDB in order 
to avoid duplication and to allocate abstracting of Air Technical and Scieo~ 
tific material to and, for the benefit of CTA.
